In reply to Steve Valbridge, my reports are of the following pattern, although circum- 
stances of reception frequently cause considerable alterations. I open with a clear 
statement of when 1 heard the station, on what frequency, type of program, and where I 
am located, Then I describe their signal dn detail as to atength, readability, fading, 
static, interference, quality, and modulation, and anything else I might note that 
would be of interest. I describe my equipment: receiver, antenna, ground, and weather 
conditions, <A request for verification is made, and offer as proof of my reception 
log which then follows, asking that it be checked against the station log. In closing, 
I extend my best wishes, hoping to hear them again, and close with thanks for their 
apticipated reply. It's just a solid report, nothing out of the ordinary, and I don't 
recommend its use because I can't claim that it will get you any more veries than 
you're getting now. I belive that reports ‘to stations should have just about as much 
individuality as the veries we expect in return. I don’t want every veftia in my col- 
lection to look alike, and I am sure that “the broadcaster, too, appreciate variety in 
the reports they receive which, in most cases, project the personality of the reporter
